elh et. Sutton was unarmed and remonstrated 
with Wilson— begging for his life. Wilson thru 
sal I "0> would not bloody his knife with him, but 
would shoot him." He then relinquished 
hold of Sutton and picked up his rirle, which wa< 
standing against the cabin, ami made an Attempt 
to cock i», but misted— the itiiu mapping in the 
operation. Sutton then clinched in with him, en- 
deavoring to wrest away tho ritle. A seulllu en- 
-lied, durinit which Sutton grasped the iron cover 

of a dutch bake-oven, with which he struck Wil- 
ton several times on the head, mashing in his 
skull and i vrn la) in« hare the brain. The fright- 
ful wound thus made resulted in death. Thr 
coroner's jury returned, a verdict of "justifiable 
homicide.

Such sights are bad 
enough on week days, but when they occur 
on the Holy Sabbath are rendered doubly 
disgusting, and speak but poorly fur the 
good government and order of the town.

$150,000 in Gold Dust! 

The steamer Oiter, with 130 passengers 
and S 150,000 in gold dust, arrived yesterday 
at 2 o'clock, P. m. About 50 of the passen-

were either traders from tho Lower lliver, or 
laborers who have been at work on trails in 
the sister colony. 

The amount of gold dust by this arrival 
is greater than that ever received by any one 
conveyance from British Columbia.

Nod Campbell, a former successful miner 
on Hill's Bar, has struck great diggings on 
Lightning Creek. The first day's work of 
his company in their claim yielded the 
enormous sum of 785 ounces of Ooarso 
gold.
